LOS ANGELES Jurors on 
Tuesday began delib- 
erating whether a 
Missouri mother con- 
spired with her daugh- 
ter and an assistant to 
harass a 13 -year-old 
girl with Internet 
messages that alleg- 
edly prompted the 
girl’s suicide. 

In Monday’s closing arguments, prosecutors 
stressed the emotional component— the suicide 
of Megan Meier, who was allegedly drawn into an 
Internet ruse devised by Lori Drew, the mother 
of Megan’s one-time best friend. 

She is accused of conspiring with her daugh- 
ter, Sarah, then 13, and her 18 -year-old assistant 
to cause emotional distress to Megan. 

U.S. Attorney Thomas O’Brien portrayed 
Drew, 49, as the guiding force in a “mean” plan 
to humiliate Megan by inventing a make-believe 
boy who would woo her on MySpace, then be 
revealed as nonexistent. 

“Lori Drew decided to humiliate a child,” 
O’Brien said in his summation. “The only way 
she could harm this pretty little girl was with a 
computer. She chose to use a computer to hurt a 
little girl and for four weeks she enjoyed it.” 

The defense said the case is a matter of com- 
puter law and accused prosecutors of misleading 
jurors into thinking it was a murder case. 

“If you hadn’t heard the indictment read to 
you, you’d think this was a homicide case,” said 
Dean Steward, a defense attorney ‘And it’s not 
a homicide case. This, ladies and gentlemen, is 
a computer case, and that’s what you need to 
decide.” 

Steward insisted the only question is whether 
Drew violated the terms-of-service agreement of 
MySpace. He said that Drew, her daughter and 
assistant Ashley Grills never read the seven-page 
agreement. 

“Nobody reads these things, nobody,” he 
said. “How can you violate something when you 
haven’t even read it? End of case. The case is 
over.” 

The case is being prosecuted in L. A. because 
MySpace computer servers are based in the 
area. 

The hoax ended with Megan never finding out 
that her online boyfriend did not exist. On Oct. 
16, 2006, according to testimony, a message was 
sent from “Josh Evans” to Megan telling her the 
world would be better off without her. Shortly 
afterward, the girl went to her room and hanged 
herself in a closet. She died the next day

Holiday houseguests can quickly take over your living space

If you are a guest in his home, Christopher Louis will roll out the 
welcome mat. 

He’ll likely have a meal cooked and waiting for you when you 
walk in. 

Expect a squeaky clean guest room, towels laid out, and at least 
one dinner reservation, where he and his partner will pick up the 
check. 

“We’re kind of like an unpaid bed and breakfast,” said Louis, 
29, estimating that he entertains overnight guests at least twice 
a month in their Lakeview home. “We host so many people it’s 
almost like we’re professionals at it.” 

But a few guests don’t exactly appre- 
ciate it, Louis said. He described past 
guests who did not make the bed in the 
mornings, and one couple who cranked 
the heat in the house to “hell level” with- 
out asking. 

“We left the house and came back, 
and we’re thinking, ‘Hey hands off the 
utilities. If you’re cold, just say some- 
thing,’ ’’Louis said. 

With Thanksgiving this week, a 
number of locals will find themselves 
in Louis’ position. Approximately 24 
million Americans are expected to take 
to the skies over the 12 days associated 
with the Thanksgiving holiday this year, according to Air Transport 
Association stats cited by The Associated Press — and many more 
will take to the roads. All that heavy travel traffic comes in a down 
economy, which, according to an etiquette expert who talked to 
RedEye, is encouraging more travelers to skip hotels and stay with 
friends and family to save money 

Translation: more hosting horror stories. 

That’s already the case for 39 -year-old Sarah Chapman, who 
said she expects to host at least six guests over the Thanksgiving 
and Christmas holidays. Chapman, who lives in Lincoln Park, said 
she used to relish entertaining and customarily greeted guests 
with fresh-cut flowers and elegant toiletries for their use. But the 
last few years have her feeling much less hospitable due to guests 
whom she says invite themselves over and treat her home as a 
crash pad. 

“It’s outrageous. I realized that I had guests for at least a quar- 
ter of the year,” Chapman said of her current count of overnight 
visitors, including her mother-in-law, who stayed for a three-week 
stretch. “The thing is, many of them are my husband’s friends, but 
they are really visiting me because he travels a lot and is often not 


here when they are.” 

But Chapman and others can take heart when it comes to 
hospitality There are tried and true tips to keep overnight visits 
from becoming burdensome, according to Lizzie Post, a manners 
expert, author and the great-great granddaughter of etiquette 
icon Emily Post. 

According to Post, a good visit for both hosts and guests begins 
with two important things: a start and end date. 

‘A good friend once extended her stay by more than a week,” 
Louis said, adding he has since learned to crack down on such 
biggie-sized visits. “She mentioned something at dinner one night 
about staying longer, and I thought it was just talk until she actu- 
ally changed her plane ticket.” 

Chapman said a stay that exceeds 
a week turns guests from visitors into 
roommates. 

“I’m of the opinion that once you 
stay that long, you can fend for yourself 
in the house,” Chapman said, adding 
that she is sometimes annoyed by visi- 
tors “crashing” for unspecified amounts 
of time. ‘At that point, I don’t feel com- 
pelled to entertain you.” 

Post advises that hosts avoid reach- 
ing that exasperation point by not 
only making stay limits clear, but also 
explaining precisely why you need 
guests out. 

“Tell them something like, ‘Our schedule is really kicking in 
next week,’ ” Post said. “ ‘Jim has a big project due, and we need 
our house back to normal by this date.’ Make sure that works for 
them before they show up.” 

Being clear is a big boost for guests as well, according to 
Kathleen O’Shaughnessy who said her one-bedroom Rogers Park 
apartment renders her a more frequent visitor than a host. 

“It’s people who have unspoken expectations that get mad,” 
O’Shaughnessy said. “If you are upfront with a beginning and end, 
the guest will understand. Only invite someone to stay as long as 
you can handle it.” 

Once guests are settled in, set a few rules without appearing too 
bossy Post advises. It’s fair to expect guests to pick up after them- 
selves, make up their beds during their stay and perhaps even strip 
the sheets on their departure dates, she said. 

“Make sure that when your host walks past the room you’re 
staying in, it looks neat,” Post said. “If you’re staying awhile, don’t 
have your suitcase all over the place. Put things in drawers so 
everything is tucked away and tidy” 

Another tip that might sound odd but isn’t, Louis said: Avoid

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“over-helping.” 

“People want to help me with things because they are grateful 
for the stay, but it’s OK to leave something alone if I say, ‘Don’t 
worry about it,’ ” Louis said. “I have certain things I want done a 
certain way and I’m kind of {picky].” 

Still, even with those few hosting horror stories, Louis said it’s 
mostly a pleasure when friends and family visit. 


Chapman, on the other hand, said she is getting sick of living 
in a stay-over zone. 

“We’re going to have to change things or I’m going into the 
Witness Protection Program,” Chapman joked. “We’ve got an 
extra bedroom to welcome our friends, but I can’t have people 
taking advantage.”

Kathleen O’Shaughnessy of Rogers Park is 
more often a guest than a host, since her one- 
bedroom apartment doesn’t allow for many 
weekend visitors, she said. 

But O’Shaughnessy, who is in her late 30s, 
prides herself on overnight etiquette, she told 
RedEye. 

“I hold myself to the standards {set for] a 
child growing up in the 1950s,” O’Shaughnessy 
said. “I eat what’s put in front of me. I take 
whatever I’m given, and whenever I walk out 
of that guest room each day I’ve got a smile 
on my face.” 

O’Shaughnessy also tries to express her 
gratitude to her hosts with small tokens or 
by preparing them a meal. But just as hosts 
have pet peeves when it comes to guests, 
O’Shaughnessy said she has experienced not- 
so-hot hosting. Here are some tips, from the 
visitor’s perspective, that can help out hosts 
this holiday 

Be honest about expectations 

O’Shaughnessy says some hosts are more 
hands-on than others, so it’s helpful to be 
honest about what you want your guests to 
do when they ask. “Some people want you to 
strip the bed down when you leave and for 
others, that might not be helpful to them,” 
O’Shaughnessy said, adding that for the 
guests: “If you ask to help with something 
and they say no twice, don’t do it. Accept 
their ‘no.’ ” 

Don’t invite them into a feud 

The worst thing to find when you arrive at 
a friend or family member’s home is a fight 
brewing, O’Shaughnessy said: “Please don’t 
fight with your family or spouse in front of 
a guest, because you’ve created a situation 
where that guest has nowhere to go to avoid 
the unpleasantness.” 

Don’t feel obliged to host 

“If your place is a mess or if you have some 
kind of infestation, like vermin, you shouldn’t 
feel that you have to invite someone over just 
because they will be in town,” O’Shaughnessy 
said. “You may actually be doing your guest 
a favor by not offering to host under those 
conditions. Tbu don’t want to trap them in 
the chaos of your life. Everybody likes to be 
hospitable, but sometimes, you just can’t.”

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Police believe 
suspected 
rapist killed 
over drugs

She saw her attacker park his car, 
cross the Wicker Park street and head 
straight for her. Alone on a dark corner, 
she did what she thought she should: 
She threw her purse at him. 

But the man didn’t want her money 
He grabbed her, threw her to the 
ground and began punching her. The 
beating didn’t stop until a man in a 
nearby building heard her screams and 
ran outside to help, scaring the attacker 
back into his blue Pontiac Grand Am. 

For years after the October 2003 
attack, the woman went to lineups, 
meeting others who were attacked by 
the same man. Some had been raped, a 
few beaten just like her. But lineup after 
lineup, she never recognized him. 

Then last week, a Chicago police 
detective called her unexpectedly Police 
thought they knew who attacked her. 
His name was Hector Valtierrez, and 
he was dead at 28. He had been killed 
Oct. I in a botched drug deal in Aurora. 

Police now believe he attacked 
14 women between 2003 and 2004. 
Police had tracked the suspect for 
years, collecting DNA from his rape 
victims and eyewitness accounts from 
those who had scared him off They 
even recently came close to arresting 
Valtierrez. 

The suspect, known as the “blue car 
guy” to police, last attacked a woman in 
June 2004, said Lt. Melissa Staples, who 
worked the case with other detectives 
for years. In early October, detectives 
staked out his home. When he never 
arrived, they learned of his fate: He 
had been shot a week earlier in Aurora, 
killed when he tried to steal cocaine 
from a drug dealer. Staples said. 

It’s a bittersweet resolution for the 
detectives who spent years tracking him 
and the alleged victims who will never 
be able to see Valtierrez prosecuted. 

“I wish he had to answer for what 
he did,” the 40 -year-old victim said. 
‘As much as I thought I had let it go, 
maybe now I really will.”

Plenty plan to hunt for bargains 
over Thanksgiving weekend

Thanks to the promotional frenzy among retailers, there 
likely will be no better time to refresh your wardrobe, 
dress up your bedroom or treat someone to a pair of dia- 
mond earrings than this holiday season. 

Combine the rash of stunning deals with the unleashing 
of months of pent-up demand among consumers, and 
this holiday season could be the mother of all shopping 
seasons for bargain hunters. 

The day after Thanksgiving, known as Black Friday, 
marks the official start of the holiday shopping season 
and has long reigned as the biggest bargain day of the 
year. 

But Americans’ shrinking holiday budgets sent stores 
into a promotional panic. Stores skipped the 10 percent 
to 20 percent sales and went directly to the steep 
discounts of up to 75 percent weeks before Black Friday 
Even luxury stores, normally above the promotional 
game, have joined in the fray 

All this price slashing appears to be too much to 
resist. 


In a survey conducted last week and released Tuesday 
by the International Council of Shopping Centers and 
the Goldman Sachs Group Inc., 45 percent of consumers 
say they will shop during Thanksgiving weekend, up from 
36 percent last year. Similarly, 81 percent of consumers 
surveyed said they plan to shop for themselves, up from 
69 percent in 2007, contradicting the pundits who said 
consumers had no appetite for splurging amid a slumping 
economy 

But just because more people plan to shop this weekend 
doesn’t mean retailers will be saved from a disappointing 
season. 

Analysts predict holiday sales will fall this year for the 
first time on record, some say by much as a 5 percent, as 
consumers put off discretionary spending and focus on 
necessities. 

Retailers went into overdrive in response to the 
meltdown on Wall Street so they don’t get stuck with 
too much inventory come January 

Suzie Dornink has been wanting to buy a black down 
vest for months. On Monday she walked into a Gap store 
and found a vest marked down by 30 percent to $45, 
which she simply couldn’t pass up. 

“It’s the best price I’ve seen, and I’ve been looking all 
fall,” she said.

The sheriff’s office is investigating 
where Vicario might have gotten the car. 

“They were cognizant enough to tell 
us a little bit of what they remember 
happening, but at this point all we want 
is for them to get the medical attention 
they need to be able to recover from 
this,” said Lake County Sgt. Christopher 
Thompson.

Winter parking ban starts Monday 


The winter overnight parking ban on arterial streets 
in Chicago will begin at 3 a.m. Monday, the city’s 
Department of Streets and Sanitation said. 

The ban will be enforced on designated routes 
from 3 to 7 a.m. daily until April i. Vehicles parked on 
designated streets will be ticketed and towed regard- 
less of whether there is snow on the ground. 


Ignoring seasonal restriction signs would cost vio- 
lators a minimum $150 towing fee, a $50 ticket and a 
daily storage fee of $10 that will increase over time, 
the department’s Web site stated. 

A separate parking ban forbids drivers from leaving 
vehicles on designated main streets when there is at 
least 2 inches of snow on the ground.

Rosemont 
in running 
for casino 

The three players in the high-stakes 
competition for Illinois’ unused 
loth casino license showed their 
hands Tuesday, laying out key details 
of plans to build a new gambling 
destination in either Des Plaines, 
Rosemont or Waukegan. 

Executives from three gaming 
companies publicly presented their 
bids at an Illinois Gaming Board 
meeting, promising to deliver loads 
of much-needed tax revenue for 
the state, money-sharing arrange- 
ments that would benefit other 
communities and jobs to put people 
to work. 

The gaming board has said a win- 
ning bidder will be chosen by the 
end of the year for the casino license 
that is back in play after languishing 
in legal limbo for years. 

The three finalists are Trilliant 
Gaming for Rosemont, Waukegan 
Gaming and Midwest Gaming & 
Entertainment for Des Plaines. 

Trilliant’s bid is the highest with 
an upfront licensing fee of $435 mil- 
lion, followed by Waukegan Gaming 
at $225 million and Midwest Gaming 
at $100 million. 

Rosemont worked hard to put 
distance between itself and the gam- 
ing company that’s looking to build 
a casino in the village near O’Hare 
that has spent years trying to lure 
one amid allegations of possible 
mob ties. 

The village intends to pass ordi- 
nances prohibiting Rosemont 
employees from working for 
Trilliant Gaming, the village mayor 
and board members won’t be able 
to gamble there, and vendors who 
do business with Rosemont can’t 
do business with the casino. Mayor 
Bradley Stephens said. 

“Transparency, complete transpar- 
ency,” said Stephens, who became 
mayor after his father.

Teacher: Throw 
acid on attackers 

□ KANDAHAR, Afghanistan A 23-year-old 
teacher burned in an acid attack on 
15 schoolgirls and instructors wants the 
Afghan government to throw acid on her 
attackers and then hang them. 

Kandahar’s governor said Tuesday that 
authorities had arrested 10 alleged Taliban 
militants for the Nov 12 attack in this 
southern city and that several confessed 
to taking part. 

Gov. Rahmatullah Raufi said the men 
would be tried in open court, a pledge that 
pleased Nuskaal, a first-year math teacher 
who suffered acid burns on her shoulders. 

“Those girls were simply going to school 
to get an education,” said Nuskaal, who 
like many Afghans goes by one name. “My 
parents told me that security isn’t good 
enough and that they were worried about 
me teaching. But I told my parents I won’t 
stop teaching. I’m not afraid.” 

After the attack. President Hamid Karzai 
called for the perpetrators to be executed 
in public. Nuskaal said the attackers should 
have acid thrown on them first. 

Men riding motorbikes squirted acid 
from water bottles onto three groups of 
students and teachers walking to school. 
Several girls suffered burned faces and 
were hospitalized. One teenager couldn’t 
open her eyes for days after the attack, 
which sparked condemnation around the 
world. 

Afghanistan’s government called the 
attack “un- Islamic,” while the UN labeled 
it “a hideous crime.” First Lady Laura Bush 
decried the attackers as cowardly

Hoosier baddies 


The NCAA has placed Indiana University on 
three years of probation and made it nearly 
impossible for former coach Kelvin Sampson 
to return to college coaching anytime soon for a 
telephone recruiting scandal that decimated the 
once-storied program. 

The NCAA gave Sampson five years of 
potential penalties for his role in more than loo 
impermissible phone calls to recruits made while 
he still was on probation for a similar phone-call 
scandal at Oklahoma. 

The penalties announced by the NCAA on 
Tuesday cap a 20 -month saga that began with 
Sampson’s hiring in March 2006 and escalated 
with an internal investigation Indiana launched 
in July 2007. 

“Now we know we can move this program in 


the right direction and build it without more 
sanctions, and for that I’m happy, very happy, 
and am very thankful,” said current Hoosiers 
coach Tom Crean, with the team in Hawaii. “We 
didn’t want to lose postseason, scholarships or 
television, and thank God we didn’t lose any of 
those so we can continue to move the program 
without the what-ifs.” 

In finding Indiana guilty of failing to monitor 
its basketball program, the NCAA faulted the 
university for not having adequate “real time” 
monitoring systems in place when Sampson was 
hired but acknowledged that the former coach’s 
conduct was “unprecedented.” 

Sampson, now an assistant with the Milwaukee 
Bucks, issued a statement Tuesday saying he was 
“deeply disappointed” by the NCAA findings.

But whether they’re 
attached to gold or, uh, 
less-than-gold, this is what pays the bills for the 
unsigned Chicago pop group, whose music has 
been featured on MtV hits “The Hills” and 
“Next,” plus “Exposed,” “Parental Control,” “8th 
& Ocean” and many more TV shows. “I don’t 
really mind selling out,” says Orwell, who cites 
her age as somewhere between 17 and 64. “For 
us, selling out is how we pay our mortgage.” 

On Dec. 2, the group will release its sopho- 
more album, “Electroluv” (which is available 
now at Handcuffs shows), an immensely catchy 
and considerably glam pop-rock record that 
inserts its hooks into your brain and refuses to 
leave. (Speaking of things that stick around for 
awhile: You may recognize Elvis as one of the 
Elvis Brothers— a solid power-pop trio out of 
Champaign that scored some minor hits in the 
’80s— and both Elvis and Orwell from their pre- 
vious band. Big Hello.)

What was it like working with Sean 
Penn, this time as an actor? 

At first I was very hesitant, you 
know?

Who was Harvey Milk? 

Former San Francisco City Supervisor Harvey Milk was the first openly gay elected 
official in the U.S. Milk became an outspoken leader for the gay rights movement, 
putting a human face on the opposition to the 1978 California ballot measure 
Proposition 6, which would have mandated firing gay teachers in public schools. 

Although he served just 11 months before being killed in 1978, Milk helped get a 
city gay rights ordinance passed and became an effective politician with a populist 
appeal that transcended sexual orientation. 

“Harvey Milk inspires a message of hope, not unlike that of our president-elect,” 
said Rob Epstein, director of the 1984 Oscar-winning documentary “The Times of 
Harvey Milk.” “He was about democratizing a social movement in a way of bringing 
people together for the greater good. That’s an eternal message.” l.a. daily news

THE KISS 

When Gus Van Sant shot “Milk” on location in San Francisco 
earlier this year, onlookers crowded the streets to see the 
action. One day in particular, the crowds swelled. Sean Penn,

“It was actually kind of a nice 
moment,” Franco said. “When it was over, I was walking down 
the street and all these people came up, congratulating me. ...

Dan White murdered San Francisco Mayor George Moscone on 
Nov. 27, 1978, 17 days after quitting his supervisor job and being 
turned down by Moscone when he tried to get it back. He then 
shot City Supervisor Harvey Milk, who had lobbied Moscone 
not to reappoint White. “I wanted to see this guy as evil, as 
having an agenda,” said Josh Brolin, who plays White in the 
movie. “This is more complex than I wanted it to be. It’s more 
interesting to find the humanity in a character. He’s not an evil 
guy; he did an evil, evil, evil thing.” the Denver post, l.a. times 


A FRIEND’S 
CRUSADE 

For Harvey 
Milk’s former 
protege, Cleve 
Jones, seeing 
his friend’s story 
made into a 
movie was as 
wrenching as 
it was thrilling. “Revisiting that period was 
painful because everybody I knew-almost 
everybody I knew-has died,” said Jones, 
who first met Milk when he was in his early 
20s. “So dredging up those memories 
in the past has not been a pleasant 
experience and was something I avoided. 

“In a way, this film gave me back 
memories that had been too painful to 
recall for a longtime.” 

Jones, who became a gay rights 
activist in his own right and created the 
AIDS Memorial Quilt, served as an adviser 
on the film and for actor Emile Hirsch, 
who plays him in the movie. 

Jones now deems the three decades it 
took to get the film together fated. Even 10 
years ago, he said, a movie like this might 
not have gotten a wide release. Now, he’s 
confident that “Milk” will reach beyond 
art-house crowds and the gay, lesbian, 
bisexual and transgender community. 

“After waiting and waiting and waiting 
and then suddenly: Boom! It happens,” 
he said. “And happens with breathtaking 
speed and this magic alignment of 
talent.” the Washington post
